‘Interest in the forenoon session centered 
on the Delaware case. The “ regulars ’’ 


were expected to make the effort of their

A motion to seat Ad- 
dicks delegates was carried unanimously,

Louisiana “Lily Whites” Lose. . 

After lunch the Loulsiana contest was 
called. Walter L. Cohen appeared as chief 
spokesman for the contestants and former 
Gov. H. C. Warmoth for the “lily whites.” 
The argument made by Cohen was that the 
opposition has adopted a policy tn Louisiana 
which, !f allowed to stand, would disfran- 
chise every negro republican in the state. 
“ Their purpose is to have only.a white man’s 
party,”’ he continued, *“ while our organiza- 
tion proposes to take in every qualified voter 
regardless of his nationality or color.” The 
speaker outlined the history of the conven- 
tions at which the delegates were selected 
and asserted that in order to deceive the 
people a few negroes were given seats as 
state delegates in the “ lily white” conven- 
tion, but not the right to vote. 

Former Gov. Warmoth, speaking for the 
“regulars,” known also as the Williams or- 
ganization, denied that the fight was on the 
color question. 


Not Against Negro Race. 


“We never have drawn the color line; we 


have nothing against the negro as a race, 
but we are opposed to these men here be- 
cause they are making illegal claims,’’ he 
said. “* We have negroes in our own délega- 
tions; we place them on our committees and 


send them as delegates to our conventions, . 


where they have equal rights with the 
whites. Still they call us “lily white’ re- 
publicans, 7 

“ They contest the seats to which we have 
been honestly elected, on the ground that our 
organization is dominated and controlled by 


whites, all of whom aré qualified electors. 


Of the negroes who dominate the Cohen fac- 
tion only 1 per cent are qualified voters. 
Many members of their convenjions are not 
regular voters and could not qualify under 
any provision of our constitution, which, as 
amended by the democrats, provides that in 
order to become an elector a man either must 
own property worth $300, be able to read, 
write, and spell, or have a grandfather who 
voted prior to 1897.” 


Negroes Cheer Decision.

DIE IN CUBAN STORM. 


More Than a Hundred Lives Are 
Reported Lost. 


FLOOD SWEEPS AWAY BODIES 


Damage to Railroads, Bridges, and 
Other Property Heavy. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 16.— 
than 100 lives are reported lost as a result 
of the worst storm of a decade, which began 
Friday and terminated Monday night. Four 
teen inches of rain fell in five hours, accom- 
panied by a hurricane. The aqueduct here 
has been damaged and a water famine exists. 


The lower village of El Cobre has been de- |. 


stroyed. Forty-five persons are known to 
be dead and scores are missing. Bodies are 
floating in the Cobre river. Twenty bodies 
have been recovered by boats patrolling the 
bay. 

All the bridges on the Cobre railway are 
out, and many bridges have been lost on the 
Cuba railway. A train which left Havana 
Saturday is held between washouts forty 
miles inland. 

Relief Trai. Wrecked. 

‘A relief train bringing mail and passengers 
was wrecked at Moron. The fireman and 
mail agent were killed and two of the em- 
ployés were injured. The passengers are 
safe. 

The mines at Daiquiri are crippled and 
six of the employés have been drowned. 
The pier has been damaged. The city’s prop- 


erty loss is enormous. 


All telegraph and cable lines are disabled. 


Rivers Out of Banks. — 

The storm which swept over Guantanamo 
was the most severe in the history of that 
place. There were showers all Monday, and 
at night a steady downpour of rain began, 
lasting till noon on Tuesday. At 4a. m. the 
Guaso, Bano, and Jaibo rivers were all out 
‘of their banks and sweeping the country, 
causing loss of life and property. Therivers 
aré still up, and there is no communication 
with outside districts. 

Ten bodies have been recovered at Guan- 
tanamo thus far, but much greater loss of life 
is supposed to have occurred in the low dis- 
tricts beyond the rivers. There are large 
numbers of dead cattle along the banks. 


Railroad Washed Out. 

The Guantanamo railroad was washed out 
near Caimanera. The Cuban Eastern rail- 
road is considerably damaged, and the line 
between Guantanamo and tidewater is badly 
washed out.. A bridge which was being con- 
structed by a sugar estate across the Bano 
river has been carried away. Communica- ° 
tion with other points ts cut off.

Ohio Governor in Chicago Re-

A prisoner condemned to death in the Ohio 
penitentlary was saved from the electric 
chair by a margin of two minutes last night 
Gov. Myron T. Herrick, from the Union

The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has issued an official statement 
through its counsel that the soctety will 
take determined action to fix the responsi- 
bility for the deaths of the little ones who 
were. burned to death or drowned in the 
Slocum disaster. 

Howard Townsend, chairman of one of the 
most important committees of the Bar as- 
sociation as well as counsel for the society, 
authorized this statement today: 

“The society for the prevention of cruelty 
to children will coéperate in every way to 
fix the guilt of the persons responsible for 
this awful tragedy, All the money in our 
treasury is at the service, if necessary, for 
the proper prosecution of the case. 

“Our president, Mr. Lindsay, has writ- 
ten a letter to District Attorney Jerome ask- 
ing him to permit Mr. Lindsay to be asso- 
clated with him in the proceedings before 
the coroner. This society exists for the. 
protection it assures to children. . This case 
seems to me to be one of the worst offenses 
against children that ever has come to the 
attention of the officers of the society.” 


521 Bodies Found. 

‘Five hundred and twenty-one bodies have 
been recovered at North Brother island. 
Five hundred and two of these were sent to 
the Bellevue morgue. In all there ‘how are 
273 unidentified dead. 

Forty-one bodies were recovered today 
ffom the waters surrounding the wreck of 
the steamboat. Only two were taken from the 
hull fttself, one being that of an infant and 
the other that of a 15 year old girl. Divers 
examined every portion of the sunken boat 

and reported that while there may be more 
bodies under the hull, none remains in any 
part of the vessel.

Sixty-five Years and Was a Leader 
in His Profession—One of Founders 

of American and Illinois Medical 
Associations and Did Much for the 
Pablic Health — Faneral Will Be 
* Tomorrow Afternoon.

Studies Medicine in 1834, 

In April, 1834, Dr. Davis began the study 
of medicine in the office of Dr. Daniel Clark, 
a practitioner of Smithville Flats, a little 
town in Chenango county. In 1847 he en- 
tered the ranks of New York City physicians, 
where he remained until he began his long 
career in Chicago. 

Rush Medical college in 1849 offered Dr. 
Davis the professorship of physiology and 
general pathology, which he accepted. In 
the next year he was transferred to the chair 
of practice of medicine, which he held for 
nine years. 


What Dr. Davis Accomplished. 

These are some of the reasons why Dr. 
Davis had claims to distinction: | 

He was one of the founders and original advo- 
cates of the American Medical association. 

He was one of the founders of the Illinois State 
Medical association, and was thé last surviving 
charter member. 

He was the first agitator for sewers and a pure 
water supply for Chicago. | 
He was one of the founders during the cholera 


epidemics in 1849-'50 of an institution that finally 


grew into Mercy hospital. 

He was one of the most earnest and successful 

advocates of higher standards of education in the 

medical profession. 

The beginning of Mercy hospital came 

through the effort made by Dr. Davis to ° 

stamp out the cholera, typhoid fever,\and 

malaria, which he found ravaging Chicago 

when he first settled here. : 
Perhaps the crowning honor in Dr. Davis’ 


over the first international medical congress 
held in this country, in Washington, D. C., 
in 1886. 
The first yearthat Dr. Davis began the prac- 
tice of medicine in Vienna, N. Y., he became ~ 
acquainted with Miss Anne’M. Parkér, whom 
he married March 5, 1838, and who survives 
him. Three children were born to them, Dr. 
N. 8S. Davis Jr., a professor in the college 
founded by the efforts of his father and a 


representative Chicago practitioner, being 


the only one living. Dr. Davis was a member 
of Grace Methodist. Episcopal church, La 
Salle avenue and Oak street.

TOKIO, June 16, 5 p. m.—The Russian hope 
of relieving the pressure on Port Arthur by 
threatening the rear of Gen. Oku, the com- 
mander of the Japanese forces investing the 


Russian stronghold, came to an end yester- 


day at Telissu, a point on the railroad fifty 
miles north of Kinchou and twenty-five 
miles north of Vafangow, when the Russians 
were outmaneuvered, enveloped, and sweep- 
ingly defeated. 

They left over 500 dead on the field, and the 
Japanese captured 300 prisoners and fourteen 
quick firing field guns.. The Russiang re- 
treated hastily to the northward. 

The Japanese charge that the Russians 
violated the Japanese flag. Certain officers 
aver that during the fighting a body of Rus- 
sian soldiers appeared carrying a Japanese 
fiag and that the Japanese artillery, de- 
ceived by this flag, ceased firing upon that 
particular body of Russians. Official dis- 
patches from the Japanese commanders 
made specific charges of this flag violation. 

Early estimates of the Japanese losses at 
Telissu say that 1,000 men were killed or 


wounded. 
REPORT FROM GEN. OKU. 
Washington, D. C., June 16.—-The Jap- 


anese legation has received the following 
cablegram from Tokio, dated today: 


' Gen. Oku reports that June 14 our main 


body advanced northward in two columns 
along the railway, expelling the enemy from 
the east of Wafangtien. 

“At 5 p. th. the enemy made a stand on 
the railway line between Lungwangmiao and 
Tanfangshen, and after two hours’ cannon- 
ading we occupiea at nightfall the ling be- 
tween Pangchiaton and Yuhoton. 

“Another column for menacing the enemy’s 
right and covering our flank and rear 
marched eastward of Foochow, and ad- 
vanced upon the line between Tengchiakow 
and Nachialing. The enemy near Lung- 
wangmiao was reinforced. June 15 the 


| enemy near Telissu consisted of two and a 


half divisions, occupying the position be- 
tween Tafangshen and Chengtsushan. 

* At dawn we opened the attack and our 
main body advanced along the railway,.one 
column marching from Tsouchiaton. At 9 
a. m. the left wing of the column was joined 
by the forces from Tungtungkow and at 
noon by cavalry from Chiachiaton. 

“Thus the enemy was surrounded by our 

forces near Telissu and after severe fighting 
they were routed and fled northward at 3 
p. m. 
“Our losses are estimated under 1,000. Bo 
far as known we captured colors, fourteen 
quick firers, and about 300 of the enemy, 
including the commander of the Fourth in- 
fantry regiment of shgarpshooters. Over 500 
of the enemy's killed and wounded were left 
on the battlefield. | 3 


DEFEAT OFFSETS .THE RAID. 


‘Russia’s Disaster on Land Not Recom- 
pensed by Slight Advantage 
Gained’ on Sea.

LONDON, June 16.— Gen. Kouropatkin

Such, in brief, is the. view taken here re- 
garding the latest events in the far east. 
The Daily Mail, however, points out that, 
ss yet, the Japanes2 success on land has 
not ne to the extent of surrounding and 
destroying Gen. Stakelberg’s army, as 
m British observers had confidently ex- 
pected. 

After two days of hard fighting, in which 
the force engaged on the Japanese side ap- 
pears to have been about three divisions 
of over 60,000 men, the Russian army un- 
der Gen. Stakelberg, which the Japanese 
describe as two divisions strong, and which 
should therefore have numbered between 
80,008 and 40,000 men, has been dislodged 
from a strong position on the Port Arthur 
railway in the neighborhood of or near Va- 
fangtien. 

As at the Yalu river and at Kinchou the 
Japanese made a considerable capture of 
Russian artillery. Fourteen guns in all 
were taken, and if the Japarmese cavalry had 
been stronger the defeated army must have 
lost far more heavily in guns and prisoners, 
since it appears, from the Japanese rep.trts, 
to have retreated in some confusion. 

The Japanese success was only a partial 
victory and not annihilation, because the 
flank turned by the Japanese troops was the 
Russian right and not the left, which would 
have cut off Gen Stakelberg’s retreat The 
Japanese forces at Siuyen may make an im- 
mediate advance 89 as to come in upon the 
Russian line of retreat and convert this de-

FINLAND'S RULER 
SHOT BY PATRIOT. 
Count Bobrikoff Is Mortally 


Wounded by Student Son 
of a Senator. 


ASSASSIN ENDS OWN LIFE. 


Governor Regarded as an Oppres- 
sor by the Peuple of the 
Grand Duchy. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] — 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 16.—Count Bob- | 


rikoff, governor general of Finland, was shot 
thrice and mortally wounded today as he was 
entering the Finnish senate at Helsingfors., 

Two of the bullets caused slight wounds in 
the neck and chest. The third bullet pene- 
trated the abdomen and necessitated a seri- 
ous operation, which was successfully per- 
formed after the sacrament had been ad- 
ministered to Gen. Bobrikoff.. The bullet 
was extracted and a portion of the intestines 
removed. 

The assassin, who was a student and a sen 
of Senator Schaumann, immediately com- 
mitted suicide. 


Regarded as an Oppressor. 
Count Bobrikoff had long been looked upon 
by the people of Finland as their greatest op- 
pressor. The attack upon him is beHeved to 
have been instigated by the Finnish patriotic 
party. . 
The wounded governor general was brought 


to St. Petersburg, but it is stated that his 


wounds are mortal. 

It is believed that Schaumann was a mem- 
ber of a young Finnish patriotic society. His 
father two years ago protested against the 
policy of the Russian government in Finland, 


Will Injure Finnish People. 


The following statement has been authori- 
tatively made: 


“In view of the attempt on the life of. 


Gen. Bobrikoff the decision of the emperor’ 
will probably be against the convocation of 
the diet, so that the people of Finland, as well 
as the governor general, shall be compelled 
to suffer instead of benefit by Schaumann’s 
crime. 

*“*Gen. Bobrikoff, as administrator, was 
naturally unpopular with that portion of the 
population which opposed the policy of Rus- 
sification. He was personally haughty and 
austere and ruled firmly but justly. 


Declare Finns Are Content. 
“The malcontents in Finland comprise 
hardly one-seventh of the population and 
are made up mostly of Swedes. The mass of 
the Finns themselves are content, as they 


understand the purpose of the measures 


taken for the unification of. the empire, but 
some of the Finnish papers have been ex- 
tremely hostile in their attitude, and the 
indignities sometimes offered to the Rus- 
sian officers necessitated whatever repressive 
measures Gov. Gen. Bobrikoff may have been 
compelled to elploy. | 

*“* Of late a betier disposition has been mani- 
fested towards Gen. Bobrikoff and the Rus- 
sian administration; owing to a better un- 


derstanding and to the knowledge that the * 


governor general favored a meeting of the 
diet. 
**Last December an attempt was made 
upon the life of the chief of police at Helsing- 
fors, and, therefore, this is the secohd act 
of violence within six months.” 


Most Hated in Finland. 
Lieut. Gen. Count Bobrikoff has been de- 
scribed as the most hated man in Finland. 
He was appointed governor general of the 


grand duchy in 1899, when the Russification | 


of Finland began. 
His measures for carrying out the Russian 


policy were necessarily severe. Heabolished. 


the Finnish army and compelled Finnish sol- 
diers to serve in any part of the empire. He 
made Russian the language in all courts, and 
decreed that at the end of five years only 
Russian should be taught in the schools. 


Attacks People with Cossacks. 

When the citizens assembled to protest he 
dispersed them with Cossacks armed with 
knouts. He suppressed 150 Finnish newspa-. 
pers. : 

The last recorded act of Gen. Bobrikoff was 
in March of this year, when he issued a proc- 
lamation forbidding the people to darken 
their windows at “‘ unusual hours.” People 
who chose to go to bed before 10 o'clock at 
night were subject to heavy fines. This step 


was due to the neglect of the Finns to illu- 
minate their houses in honor of the begin- 


ning of the war with Japan. 


MOORISH TROOPS IN TANGIER. 


Sultan Has Sent 400 of Worst Type to 
Port and Alarm Is Felt for Pris- 
oners of Raisuli, 


TANGIER, -Morocco, June 16.—About 400 
Moorish troops of the worst type were landed 
here today. They were sent by the sultan for 
the protection of Europeans. These troops 
had an exceedingly bad reputation at Casa 
Blanca, whenee they came to Tangier. The 
residents of this city are uneasy, as the 
troops have no discipline whatever, and en- 
danger life and property. Their arrival is 
exceedingly dangerous to Messrs. Perdicaris 
and Varley. Raisuli is almost certain'to con- 
sider this treachery on the part of the sultan 
and cease the negotiations, which up to the 
present appear favorable, 

The British and American authorities were 
entirely ignorant of this move until the 
troops landed, and strongly protested to Mo- 
hamed BE! Torres, the representative of the 
sultan. The commander of the troops brings 


letters announcing that more soldiers prob-. 


ably will arrive here soon. 
Raisuli demands as a further condition for 


the release of his captives that he be con-. 


sulted about the governorship of other tribes 
in northern Morocco. This has been granted 


already. 
Real Import of Raisuli’s Demand. 


LONDON, June 17,.3 a. m—The corre-— 


spondent of the Times at Tangier points out 
that. the concession of the bandit Raisuli’s 
new demand for the governorship of 500 
miles of additional territory would mean the 
‘wringing of the European ministers into di- 
rect diplomatic communication with Raisull, 
whose post as governor, were the usual eti- 
quette observed, would involve the amicable 
exchange of visits with the ministers. This 
demand, says the correspondent, has not 
yet become publicly known, and he adds 
that it will cause consternation. |
